Parking  Lots  Keep  Pace 
With  Campus  Growth 


Students  returning  this  fall 
will  find  that  BYU  expansion  has 
continued  with  giant  strides  that 
have  altered  the  face  of  the  cam- 
pus they  left  last  spring. 

THE  TWO  largest  buildings  on 
campus  have  reached  completion 
during  the  summer  months,  and 
several  other  projects  fill  out  the 
picture  of  growth  that  BYU  is 
presenting. 

The  new  dorms  north  of  Heri- 
tage Halls  will  be  completed  to 
house  1350  students  during  the 
coming  year,  and  the  first  foot- 
ball game  of  the  season  will  be 
played  in  the  new  stadium. 

Parking  lots  are  making  a val- 
iant effort  to  do  their  part  in 
keeping  up  with  all  of  this 
growth.  A grand  total  of  8,901 
automobiles  will  be  able  to  park 
at  once  on  the  campus  this  fall 
when  the  current  expansion  of 
4.069  spaces  is  completed. 

THE  INCREASE  comes  from 
six  new  parking  lots  which  sur- 
round buildings  that  will  go  into 
operation  for  the  1964-65  school 
year. 

The  new  Cougar  Stadium, 


which  will  open  Oct.  2,  will  have 
a parking  lot  to  accommodate 
2,698  cars  of  football  fans. 

Two  parking  lots  are  under 
construction  to  serv'e  the ' new 
Fine  Arts  Center,  one  on  the 
east  with  152  spaces  and  one  on 
the  north  with  650. 

ACROSS  THE  campus  boule- 
vard east  of  the  new  Y Center  is 
a blacktopped  parking  area  for 
1,032  cars.  It  will  be  expanded 
140  spaces  when  old  frame  Wy 
mount  buildings  are  replaced 
with  blacktop.  The  buildings, 
now  being  hauled  away  and  raz- 
ed, formerly  housed  television 
and  radio  studios,  scenery  stor- 
age and  some  temporary  offices 

The  new  seven-story  residence 
halls  north  of  Heritage  Halls 
will  have  a parking  lot  for  375 
student  cars,  and  an  expansion 
of  the  Dairy  Products  Labora- 
tory in  the  same  area  will  add  54 
parking  spaces.

Mountain  Rescue  Techniques  Taught 
By  Timp  Hike  Safety  Coordinator 


A Workshop  in  Mountain  Res- 
cue Techniques  is  to  be  held  on 
campus  August  19-26  under  the 
instruction  of  James  Gillings  of 
the  faculty  of  Defiance  College, 
Ohio. 

Mr.  Gillings  has  been  safety  co- 
ordinator for  the  Timp  Hike  dur- 
ing the  last  two  years  and  has 
had  extensive  climbing  and  res- 
cue experience. 

The  workshop  will  include 
training  in  the  use  of  rope  and 
apparatus  for  litter  recovery,  be- 
laying and  rappelling  for  rescue 
operations,  specialized  first  aid 
techniques,  and  coordination  and 
leadership  of  rescue. 

Classes  will  be  held  daily  ex- 
cept for  August  23  from  6-9  p.m. 
Saturday,  August  22  will  be  an 
all-day  rescue  problem.  Regular 


classes  will  be  held  in  Room  260 
of  the  Fieldhouse. 

A $10  fee  will  cover  registra- 
tion for  the  course.  A $5  rental 
fee  for  climbing  equipment  will 
be  as  sessed  those  lacking 
their  own  equipment.  In  addition 
each  registrant  will  need  to  fur- 
nish his  own  personal  safety 
equipment  such  as  a hard  hat 
and  boots. 

Outdoor  experience  is  desir- 
able for  the  course.  The  consent 
of  the  instructor  is  requested  of 
all  participants  without  this  ex- 
perience. 

Certificates  of  completion  will 
be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the 
course.
